The Soviet consulate today 
again asked for aid of New York 
police in finding Samarin. 

Thomas did not say where the 
subpenas were served on the 
Samarins. Samarin and his wife 
have been in seclusion since Sun- 
day. (The United Press said it 
learned that he is hiding in the 
New York area under “heavy 
guard.” His wife and three chil- 
dren are hiding on a farm near 
Freehold, N.J.. and guarded by 
anti-Communist White Russians.)

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 10

died and two were injured when 
lightning struck a peak in Brit- 
ish Columbia Wednesday, a mem- 
of the party reported by telephone 
to the Associated Press. 

John Thune, physical director of 
the Oakland Y.M.C.A., said the 
dead were Rudolf Pundt of Berke- 
ley, and Bob Becker, Los Ga- 
tos. Injured were Ann Strong of 
Berkeley, and John Mackinlay, 
of San Francisco. They are re- 
ported in fair condition at a Cran- 
brook (B. C.) hospital. 

Thune said a party of 18 Cali- 
fornia’ climbers, sponsored by the 
Sierra Club, was climbing in the 
Bugaboo peak region near Stil- 
lamacheen, B. C. 

The four climbers; had scaled 
Bugaboo peak, about 11,500 feet 
above sea level, when a storm 


broke, snow and ice formed on. 


the peak, and then lightning 
struck the party huddled in a 
small cave. 

Thune gave this description of 


@#he tragedy as related by Mackin- 


lay: | 

All the climbers were hit by 
lightning and knocked wuncon- 
scious. When Mackinlay revived, 
he saw Pundt writhing in convul- 
sions at the cliff’s edge. As he 
watched, helpless, Pundt rolled 
over the cliff.and dropped about 
1000 feet to his death. 

Becker was barely conscious, 
according to Mackinlay, and par- 
tially paralyzed. Mackinlay and 
Miss Strong, both badly burned, 
decided to try a descent. They 
left Becker in the cave with food 
beside him and his body tied to 
prevent his slipping over the cliff. 

“By some miracle” Mackinlay 
and Miss Strong got down safely, 
but thé ice had become so dan- 
gerous the rest of the party 
couldn’t climb to the ‘cave until 
Saturday. They found Becker 
dead. When the would-be rescuers

London Reports Russian 
Offer to Lift Blockade 
if Currency Plan Is Ac-

MOSCOW, Aug. 10 (AP)—Rep- 
resentatives of the United States, 
Britain and France Met at the 
British Embassy again today, ap- 
parently to map their next Move 
in the negotiations with Russia 
on East-West differences. 
There were indications that 
still more conferences will be held 
by the three Western envoys with 


Soviet leaders. While the West- i« 


erners seemed weary, there was 
no hint of impatience. 

Results of last night’s three- 
hour meeting with Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov remained 
as secret as the first meeting with 
Generalissimo Joseph Stalin and 
Molotov 10 days ago, and the sec- 
ond meeting with Molotov late 
last week. 


(British Government sources in 
London said Molot®v gave the 
western diplomats a plan for solv- 
ing the currency dispute in Berlin 
and indicated its acceptance would 
bring about a lifting of the Soviet 
blockade of that city. These 
pources said the discussions still 
concerned immediate problems in 
Berlin and that establishment of 
a broad basis for four-power 
talks on all Germany, and other 
European problems, must still be 
regarded as distant. 

Radio Changes Tune. 

(The Moscow radio today urged 
a closer collaboration between the 
Soviet Union and the United States 
to assure lasting peace. The broad- 
cast, heard in London, paid tribute 
to the “fighting friendship and 
partnership” of Russia and the 
United States. This tone was 
somewhat different from the usual 
postwar Moscow broadcasts, which 
have been devoted largely to at- 
tacking the West, and particularly 
the United States.) 

All last week, the United States 
Embassy was the base of three- 
power operations here. This week 
it has shifted to the British Em- 


Today's conference in the em- 
bassy was more than just a friend- 
ly chat. United States Ambassa- 
dor Walter Bedell Smith took with 
him his’ minister counselor, Foy 
D. Kohler, and his first secretary, 
Brewster Morris. Frank Roberts, 
Britain's special envoy, had Brit- 
ish Charge d’Affaires Geoffrey 
Harrison and two secretaries with 
him. French Ambassador Yves 
Chataigneau was accompanied by 
two aids. 

The French envoy summoned 
Francois Seydoux, political and 
diplomatic adviser to the French 
military. governor of Germany, 
from an engagement late last 
night and conferred with him un- 
til after midnight. 

Roberts dropped one remark to 
correspondents which may or may 
not mean something: 

“Well, we won’t be news to you 
much longer now.”

Legality of a certificate of nomi- 
nation filed by the Progressive 
party with Secretary of State Ed- 
gar C. Nelson, designating party 
presidential electors, was attacked 
in objections filed by Bert W. 
Koester, a Democrat, County Col- 
lector of Cole county. Koester, cit- 
ing a statute governing such pro- 
tests, asked Nelson to declare the 
certificate of nomination void. 

The certificate das designed to 
place on the ballot the names of 
Henry A. Wallace and United 
States Senator Glen H. Taylor as 
the party’s presidential and vice 
presidential nominees, respéc- 
tively. It also designated 15 per- 
sons as presidential electors, one 
each from the 13 congressional 
districts and two at large. 

This nominating certificate was 
filed last week by the State Cen- 
tral Committee of the Progressive 
party, which had been formed at 
a convention here April 11. It was 
signed by Robert B. Logsdon of 
St, Louis, as committee chairman. 
Logsdon is the party’s candidate 
for Governor. 

Basis of Protest. 

Koester asserted the certificate 
was not signed and executed by 
the qualified legal officers of the 
Progressive committee, as required 
by law. He contended the electors 
were not chosen or nominated as 
required by law. 

Koester said he was raising the 
objection as an individual, and was 
not acting on behaff of the coun- 
ty or state Democratic organiza- 
tions. He said he raised the is- 
sue in order to get a decision 
from Nelson or the courts on 
legality of the certificate. 

The Progressive party was not 
entitled to participate in the No- 
vember election, Koester asserted, 
because it had not filed nominat- 
ing petitions signed by voters to 
nominate candidates, as provided 
by law, and the party had not 
cast at least 3 per cent of the 
vote in the last general election. 

Sec. 11,540 of the Revised Sta- 
tutes of Missouri, under which 
Koester filed his objections, pro- 
vides the Secretary of State shall 
pass on the validity of such ob- 
jections and his decision shall be 
final, unless an order is made in 
the matter by the Circuit Court 
or Supreme Court.

vestigation and hearings. 

The new rate schedule filed by 
the company last July 30 auto- 
matically would have become ef- 
fective on Sept. 1, unless suspend- 
ed by the commission. The sus- 
pension order held up operation 
of the schedule for four months, 
beginning Sept. 1, and set the first 
hearing for Sept. 13 in Jefferson 
City. 

Investigation was necessary, the 
commission said, to determine 
whether the proposed rates were 
just and reasonable. The com- 
pany estimated the increased rates, 
would produce about $500,000 a 
year in additional revenue, based 
on the company’s volume of steam 
heating business in 1947. 

The City of St. Louis filed a 
motion last week for leave to in- 
tervene in the rate case, and re- 
quested suspension of the rate 
schedule pending investigation and

Lee, now practicing law here, 
swore he was not a Communist 
and said he never had disclosed 
secret information to any un- 
authorized person. He said it was 
hard to believe Miss Bentley’s 
charges came from a “rational 
person.” 

Woman Takes Stand. 


Miss Bentley then took the 
stand and testified Lee told her 
about “something super secret” 
going on at Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
where the atomic bomb was de 
veloped, about OSS operations in 
China and in the Balkans. 

Lee didn’t know exactly what 
was going on at Oak Ridge, the 
40-year-old Miss Bentley said, but 
told her it must be “something 
Super secret because it was so 
highly guarded.” 

She said he gave her the in- 
formation during a conversation 
outside his home in Washington. 

Lee, who was shot down while 
on an OSS mission to China, had 
testified under oath that “I have 
never divulged classified informa- 
tion to any unauthorized person.” 

Says ‘Somebody Lied.’ 

Representative Hebert (Dem.), 
Louisiana, told Lee and Miss Bent- 
ley their testimony was so contra- 
dictory that it was obvious “some- 
body lied.” Both witnesses agreed 
with that statement, 

Hebert said he would insist that 
the Department of Justice bring 
perjury charges against. any wit- 
ness who has lied. 

Mundt remarked: “In the inter- 
ests of justice and security, and 
primarily in the interests of jus- 
tice, some innocent-sounding peo- 
ple are guilty of infamous crimes, 
or innocent people have been in- 
jured by infamous testimony.”

the British. 
British Have the Medals. 

The judges had said the baton 
was passed illegally on the first 
exchange between Barney Ewell 
and Lorenzo Wright. 

The British runners already had 
received Olympic medals. They 
took the victors stand in the offi- 
cial ceremony in Wembley Sta- 
dium soon after the judges’ rul- 
ing which brought about the first 
major dispute of the 1948 Olympic 
Games. 

What will happen now to the 
Olympic medals was not imme- 
diately known. 

Mel Patton of Southern Califor- 
nia was anchor man in the race 
and Harrison Dillard was the 
other member of the United States 
quartet. 

The decision gives the United 
States its eleventh championship 
in men’s track and field. The 
Americans won unofficial team 
titles in track and field and in 
swimming by overwhelming mar- 
gins. 

Avery Brundage, president of 
the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee and member of ‘the Jury 
of Appeal, said after the reversed 
announcement: 

“It was quite clear we ex- 
changed the baton two or three 
yards inside the marker. 

“The official had apparently 
judged by the middle line and not 
by the outside line, just as the 
boys had told me last Saturday. 

“It was quite plain although we 
had to run the film through sev- 
eral times in order to convince 
everyone.” 

There are three marks in the 
relay zone. One marks the exact 
middle and the others are 10 
meters in either direction. The 
rule requires the baton be ex- 
change witain the two outside 
lines. 

Two Strides to Spare. 

A still photograph shows the 
two Americans began the ex- 
change fully 12 meters from the 
foul line. The movie indicates 
Ewell turned the stick loose fully 
a stride—perhaps two—before he 
crossed the line. 

The change-over zone occupies 
the last 10 meters of the first lap, 
and the first 10 meters of the sec- 
ond. In each lane is a chalk line 
to mark the beginning and ending 
of the zone. Also, there is a sim- 
ilar ine marking the 100 meters, 
in between the two zone lines. 

There were two judges watching 
the changeover. 

It is said that the one who 
called the foul on the Americans 
was squatting down directly op- 
posite. the middle line of their 
lane — marking the end of 100 
meters. 

At that point, Ewell and Wright 
just had made contact. It took the 
two, speeding men perhaps another 
eight meters to complete the trans- 
fer. If the official was confused 
in his lines, he undoubtedly 
thought he saw a flagrant foul. 

It perhaps was significant that, 
after the unhappy result of the 
400-meter event, the officials 
posted four judges at the change- 
over point for the 1600-meter re- 
lay final, 

Glad to Right the Wrong. 

Lord Burghley, chairman of the 
Olympic Organizing Committee, 
and Jack Crump, manager of the 
British Olympic team, both con- 
gratulated the Americans. 

“We are glad to put it right,” 
Lord Burghley said. “There was 
no doubt from viewing the films 
that the baton was properly 
passed. The baton was handed 
over comfortably one yard past 
the middle stripe. There is no 
question the second man had it 
securely before he left the ex- 
change zone. The better team 
won.”

“The present situation, while 


serious for millions, is not likely 


to produce either an extreme inflation or a depression,” he said in 
a 2500-word review of the special session of Congress which ended 


Saturday night. 

Taft said the President’s only 
quarrel with Congress is that it 
did not vote him power to fix 
wages and prices and to ration 
goods. He argued that to reimpose 
price controls would make the 
situation worse. 


Followng is 
statement: 

It was obvious from the time 
the President called a special ses- 
sion of Congress at 2 a.m. in the 
midst of the Democratic national 
convention that it was called en- 
tirely for his supposed political ad- 
vantage. Senator Barkley had pre- 
dicted before the convention that 
a session of Congress after the 
two conventions would be taken 
up “with political bickering and 
political legislation and: political 
oratory.” He apparently was not 
consulted about the session. It is 
impossible to study and carry 
through a constructive legislative 
program in the midst of a politi- 
cal campaign when all members 
of the House and many of the 
Senate are running for re-election. 

Congress had given full con- 
sideration to the President’s pro- 
posals at the regular session, and 
in most cases the quarrel resulted 
in government philosophy between 
the President and Congress. The 
President has a new deal program 
of unlimfted spending, expansion 
of the power of federal lureaus 
over states, cities and individuals, 
and the regimentation of agricul- 
ture, labor and industry. The 
Congress believes that problems 
must be solved within the prin- 
ciples of liberty, equality and 
justice which guided this coun- 
try for 150 years. The funda- 
mental differences with the Pres- 
ident can only be settled by a 
vote of the people at the Novem- 
ber election.

“But the Republicans all profess 
to be for civil rights measures. 
But Congress failed to act, They 
had enough men to de it.

They 
had enotgh people in that Con- 
gress who would vote for cloture.” 

The President made this state- 
ment knowing well that the pres- 
ent cloture rule is completely in- 
nocuous against a determined fili- 
‘buster by Senators. We brought 
up the bill. We attempted to in- 
voke cloture. It became appar- 
ent beyond the shadow of a doubt, 
that there is no effective cloture 
rule in the Senate today, and 
that a filibuster by 20 men on 
a motion to take up cannot be 
overcome in less than a month or 
six weeks. Remember that Senator 
Barkley had tried three times to 
get a poll tax bill through a Demo- 
cratic Senate without success. The 
present situation is intolerable and 
may. at times threaten the na- 
tional security.

How can an administration 
which has been in power for 14 
peg escape the responsibility for 

igh prices which are the results 
of its policies? Inflation results 
from the tremendous deficit be- 
fore and during the war, from the 
encouragement of exports to all 
parts of the world without cor- 
responding imports, from engcour- 
aging patterns of general wage 
increases on the theory that they 
would not increase prices, from 
the failure to use powers to re- 
strain bank credit, and from 
spending vast amounts of govern- 
ment money for every kind of 
project, competing for labor and 
materials with private industry. 
The President’s only complaint 
is that the Republicans will not 
give him power to fix wages, to 
fix prices and to ration commodi- 
ties. This is like tying down the 
safety valve while you go on stok- 
ing the furnace. It would only 
bring an explosion in the end, The 
President called back Paul Porter 
and presented a bill rolling back 
prices to November 1947, and giv- 
ing him power to reinstate the 
OPA whose 65,000 employes cost 
the Government at least $150,000,- 
000 a year. 

The President himself says that 
he will only use selective controls, 
but he himself abolished price con- 
trols on Nov. 9, 1946, and gave as 
a reason the fact that you could 
not have selective controls. He 
said: “The Price Administrator 
has advised me that, with so much 
of the economy freed from price 
controls, clinging to the _ rest 
would, in his judgment, lead to 
distortions in production and di- 
version of goods to an extent far 
outweighing any benefit that 
could be achieved.” 

Certainly, you cannot fix the 
price of wheat and corn and other 
grains without fixing the price of 
chickens and eggs and dairy prod- 
ucts. Our economy is so inter- 
related that once we start on a 
program of regimentation we can- 
not stop short of regulating all 
products and rationing 


Opposes “Police State” Methods. 
It is my view ‘that the restora- 
tion of OPA, subsidies, price con- 
trol, wage control and ‘rationing— 
the police state methods decried 
by President Truman himself— 
would only make the situation 
worse, create black markets and 
check the increase in production 
which will reduce prices. The dif-. 
ficulty with price control is: First, 
that it won’t work in time of 
peace; second, that no one knows 
enough about the infinitely com- 
plicated economy of this country 
to do the job right; and, third, 
that if prices were held down ar- 
bitrarily, production is discour- 
aged and consumption increased. 
We would have a bear by the tail 
and no way to let go or improve 
the situation. We remember the 
black markets after the war, the 
inability to buy the commonest 
articles of clothing or food, except, 
perhaps, in thee black market. 
Eighty per cent of the meat was 
in the black market, and legiti- 
mate slaughter had so decreased 
that there were neither enough 
hides for shoes nor enough insulin 
for diabetics.

It is perfectly useless to. go on 
with the policies which create in- 
flation and then try to prevent 
their results by calling in the 
police. The President can check 
these causes by reducing the

can raisé the rediscount rate. It 
has been discouraged from doing 
so by the attitude of the Treas- 
ury. We cannot hope to prevent 
inflation with an artifically low 
interest rate. In examining the 
powers of the board, we decided 
that they could effectively use the 
power to increase bank reserves 
above present limits, and we 
authorized them to increase the 
reserves 4 per cent more over 
the present percentages, amount- 
ing to a possible increase in the 
reserves of about three and one- 
half billion dollars. This power, 
while useless in itself while the 
banks can unload their govern- 
ments, can probably be used in 
connection with the other powers 
I have described. We also grant- 
ed the board power to limit in- 
stallment credit for consumers. 
This is not a large item, but did 
represent about two billion dol- 
lars of increase credit last year. 
Credit control has been a tradi- 
tional power of the Government 
and it is probably the most im- 
portant single power to check in- 
flation. In fact, it must be care- 
fully used not to go too far. I 
venture to predict that the board 
will never use all the powers the 
law now gives it. 

The present situation, while ser- 
ious for millions is not likely to 
produce either an extreme infla- 
tion nor a depression. Wholesale 
prices are now higher than they 
were in 1920, but they are only 2 
per cent higher than they were 
in January, 1948. Furthermore, 
the weekly earnings of factory 
workers in 1920 were only $26.61, 
and they are now $52.81 ‘a week. 
There are many reasens to be- 
lieve that we are reaching a 
stabilized price level. Wheat and 
corn have already dropped close 
to the support prices and will— 
probably be followed grafually 
by many other foods. Even in the 
price of meat, where prices are 
most outrageously high, the Presi- 
dent in his message to Congress 
indicated that there was no need 
for rationing. He said: “On the 
basis of present facts, and unless 
further shortages occur, this 
authority (to ration) might not 
have to be used at all.” The 
Rresident now has every power 
to prevent inflation, except price 
control, and if price control is ever 
accepted,in time of peace, it will 
mean the end of economic free- 
dom in the United States. 

G.O.P. Shared in Housing Gains. . 

5. With regard to housing, much 
already has been done to solve the 
problem. The President's economic 
report submitted last week, says 
that more than 1,000,000 new resi- 
dential units will probably be 
added to the residential supply 
during 1948. He says: “This vol- 
ume of residential construction {is 
already straining the capacities of 
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areas and of producers’ of some 
construction materials, and is un- 
questionably competing with other 
primary national ‘needs.” 

This increase is due to legisla- 
tion enacted by the Republican 
Congress. Several years ago we 
granted unlimited emergency pow- 
ers ta the Truman Administration 
and hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars of subsidy funds, to remove 
bottlenecks and get construction 
started. The program was a com- 
plete failure. President Truman 
himself abolished the controls, dis- 
missed Wilson Wyatt, and re- 
turned most of the subsidies to the 
Treasury. More than twice the 
number of units are being built 
this year as were built under 
Wyatt. 

Housing credit is one of the in- 
flationary elements adding to in- 
flation. We did find, however, 
that too much of the Government 
insured construction was going 
into housing costing more than 
the average citizen could pay, and 
that there was practically no 
rental housing being build under 
the program. We ___—ittherefore 
amended the law to encourage the 
construction of the cheapest types 
of housing, and also to encourage 
the construction of more rental 
units. Our idea is not to increase 
the amount of money going into 
housing, but rather to direct the 
flow of that money into more 
small houses and rental housing 
where it is so badly needed. 
Neglected Low-Rent Housing Plan 
The President’s only complaint 
is that we did not include a public 
low-rent housing program, de- 
signed to add about 100,000 -units 
a year, in which the rentals would 
be subsidized by the Federal Gov-

An unconfirmed report, mean- 
while, said the Russians have or- 
dered German rail officials to 
stand by for possible re-opening of 
the railway between the western 
zones and Berlin, .W. T. Babcock, 
United States deputy commander 
in Berlin, said he had heard the 
stoty from a usually “fairly ac- 
curate” German source, but the 
British-licensed German Press 
Service quoted the German super- 
visor of the line as denying the 
rumors. 

The Russians closed the railway 
in June for what they said were 
technical difficulties. The west- 
ern powers called this a fraud. 
They resorted to planes to feed 
the 2,000,000 or more Germans in 
western Berlin. 

Meanwhile, about 500,000 Ger- 
mans struck for 12 hours yester- 
day in southern Wuerttemberg 
against the French industrial dis- 
mantling plan. 


The walkout of factory and of- 
fice workers and civil servants 
paralyzed the French zone state. 
German police said the general 
strike passed without incident. 


Two formations of about 20 So- 
vict Yak fighters flew low over 
British and American sectors of 
Berlin tonight.

In Shaping U. S. 
Endangers Basic Foreign Policy|

Adoption of His Projects for Western Ger- 
man State and Control of Ruhr Blamed 
for Crisis With Moscow, Friction With

HE interview that Gen.-Lucius D. Clay gave a few days ago to 
Drew Middleton of the New York Times, by which he evidently 
hoped to quash Walter. Lippmann’s salutary criticism of his 


Gen, Clay said that, 


while there was “no truth” in the report that he, rather than the 
State Department, was deciding our policy in Germany, the recom- 
mendations he and his military staff had offered as a result of “three 
years’ experience” have played an important part in deciding what 


our policy should be. 


Mr, Lippmann’s charges are, of 
course, unanswered. Gen. Clay 
seems incapable of understanding 
that our present policy in Ger- 
many not only determines our 
policy in Europe but also will de- 
cide the future of the world. 

It is notorious that Gen. Clay 
has occasionally taken independ- 
ent action which has shaped pol- 
icy. What is still graver in its 
ultimate effects is that Gan. Clay 
and his military staff have been 
permitted by Washington to re- 
tain the initiative in the formula- 
tion of policy. They have been 
accorded this right, apparently, on 
the ground of “three vears’ ex- 
perience.” 

Cites Their Background. 

Before they found themselves in 
Germany, most of these men had 
spent their adult lives in the 
Army or in large financial or in- 
dustrial concerns. There is no 
evidence to indicate that they 
possess the profound knowledge 
of German and European history, 
of the political, social and eco- 
nomic forces that have been de- 
veloping in Europe since the 
French Revolution; or of the na- 
tional psychologies of the Euro- 
pean peoples, that would make 
their recommendation upon Amer- 
ican policy in Germany of con- 
structive value. 

The evidence available shows, 
on the contrary, that their view- 
point has been just what might 
have been expected. 

There has been no concentra- 
tion upon »reventing the rebirth 
of German nationalism, upon con- 
vincing the Germans of the bene- 
fits of Western European Union, 
upon safeguarding German youth 
from Nazism and militarism, or 
upon the conversion of the Ger- 
man spirit to individual freedom 
and democracy. 

There have been no land reforms 
and no elimination of the persist- 
ing concentrations of ‘industrial 
power. There has been suggested 
no plan that will, prevent the'sub- 
sequent acceptance by a tradi- 


tionally militaristic and national- 
istic German people of an alli- 
ance with the Soviet Union as a 
hew opportunity to gain world 
domination, . 

Two Objectives. 

The projects» of the American 
Military Government have envis- 
aged two objectives: to make the 
western German zones self-sup- 
porting as a means of relieving 
the American taxpayer, and to 
make of western Germany a mili- 
tary buffer against the Soviet 
Union, 

The American people have rea- 
son to be increasingly concerned 
by the haphazard decisions that 
are taken, often with no regard 
for the effect upon the broader 
national interests. There have 
been few signs of a foreign policy 
fixed by the President and the 
Secretary of State, after consulta- 
tion with’ their advisers of both 
parties, which has been formu- 
lated in the light of the long- 
range objectives to be attained, 
and with which no American 
agents in foreign countries are 
permitted to interfere. 

Gen. Clay was able to procure 
the adoption of his own projects 
for a western German state and 
for the control of the Ruhr. 

The decisions taken provoked 
the present crisis with Moscow.

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To Halt a Forest Fire 
Representative Monroney of Oklahoma, one of 
the abler Democrats in Congress, has proposed 
the creation of a topflight citizens’ committee to 
draft’ a program for combating inflation; As 
members, he has suggested Bernard Baruch, 
Owen D. Young and Beardsley Ruml. These are 
all good men, but the fact is that we already 
have several such committees and they already 
have presented sound anti-inflationary proposals. 
The program of the. Committee for Economie 
Development is a good example. : 

Congress seems too jealous of its authority to 
give full credit to a program formulated by out- 
siders. But it should find a program framed by 
a special committee of its own members more 
palatable. 

Why not, then, have a committee of topflight 
members of Congress? And why not a bipartisan 
anti-inflation policy to meet the No. 1 domestic 
challenge, just as we have a bipartisan foreign 
policy to meet the continuing emergency of our 
relations with Russia? 

The fact may be obscured for the moment by 
the record of the special session, but there are 
just as able men in Congress as there are on the 
outside. Among Republicans there are, in the 
House, such men as Wadsworth of New York and 
Judd of Minnesota, and in the Senate, Flanders 
of Vermont and Morse of Oregon. Among the 
Democrats who might be considered for such a 
committee are, in the House, Gore of Tennessee

honey of Wyoming and Kilgore of West Virginia. 
There are others just as good. 

Who would appoint the committee? The ap- 
pointments should logically bé made by whoever 
is elected President in November. The commit- 
tee, working with the President-elect, could study 
the situation and formulate legislation to be 
adopted with a minimum of delay by the new 
Congress. 

Whoever frames the program, the President- 
elect should enter office prepared to act as 
quickly as possible to bring the forest fire of in- 
flation under control. ~ It has raged two years too 
long already. 
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Zerweck True to Form 

State’s Attorney Zerweck’s dismissal of 10 in- 
dictments voted by St. Clair county’s courageous 
grand juries was in the cards—in the cards that 
make up the kind of deck Zerweck plays with.

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Colonies for Italians? 

It is a little difficult these days to concede 
that the Russians may be right on an interna- 
tional issue, and the representatives of the West- 
ern Allies wrong. But such, frankly, seems to be 
the case in connection with may s prewar Afri- 
can colonies. 

The disposition of Mussolini’s vaunted “new 
Roman empire” is now before the deputy foreign 
ministers, and the Russian representative is urg- 
ing that the colonies—Libya, Eritrea and Somali- 
land—be returned to the Italians under a United 
Nations trusteeship. The Westerners seem to be 
willing enough so far as the latter two are con- 
cerned, but the British and French would like to 
divide Libya into sections, one for each of them. 

Already things have been made so unpleasant 


‘for the Italian. settlers of this Mediterranean 


colony that many of them have returned to Italy. 
Also, an assortment.of “ethnic” arguments has 
been cooked up. 

If the old “spoils of war” attitude is to prevail, 
then Libya will be taken from Italy. But if 
there is genuine concern for Italy’s economic 


future, the area will be left under Rome’s con-: 


trol. This for the practical reason that the Ital- 
ian birth rate is so much higher than the death 
rate that there must be some outlet for the ex- 
cess population of the peninsula. 

The slow job of trying to make these African 
colonies fit to live in probably was one of the 
few really commendable tasks undertaken by 
Mussolini. The colonies are by no means a full 
solution of the Italian population problem, but 
they do ease the pressure—especially now that 
virtually all other countries are surrounded by 
high immigration barriers. 

And there is a political side to the matter. 
Before the April elections, the Westerners in 
their eagerness for the defeat*‘of Italian Com- 
munism promised even the return of Trieste. 


So far, nothing has been done about that. Should

Between Book Ends 
Alas, Out Gifted Daughter! 


OUR GIFTED SON," by Dorothy Baker, 
Mifflin and Co., 243 pgs., $2.75.) 


For one who believed that any Mexican 
theme could be made interesting and that 
the author of “Trio” couldn’t write a bad 
novel, “Our Gifted Son” is a double disap- 
pointment.

In “Our Gifted Son” Miss Baker had the 
advantage of what might have been a vivid, 
pulsating mis-en-scene; a set of characters 
whose contacts with one another had the 
possibility of generating both heat and il- 
lumination; and a fyrovocative “first act” 
situation. 

Jose Richter, the son of a rich German- 
Mexican planter and industrialist, arrives 
at his Mexican home after a year at Har- 
vard, bringing with him an American 
friend. Almost immediately one discovers 
that the friend is not welcome, that young 
Richter’s father has moved out of the 
family mansion, that the recent death of 
his mother occurred under mysterious cir- 
cumstances, that the American woman who 
tutored Jose in English when he was a boy 
knows something that she doesn’t want to 
tell and that the elder Richter wants his 
son to hide out temporarily in the family 
hacienda. 

With the stage thus set many develop- 
ments are possible. The unfolding of the 

reasons for Senora 
Richter’s suicide has 
every promise of dra-~- 
matic and perhaps 
tragic conflict. Sec- 
ondly, since the elder 
Richter hates Ameri- 
cans, it is not unrea- 
sonable to expect an 
interesting combus- 
tion from the clash 
of two cultures. 


None of this comes 
off. The body of the 
story is padded with 
inconsequential back- 
ing and filling. Ten- 
sion is slack, the dia- 
logue seems forced, no large ideas are 
explored though one or two are suggested 
and the background is as dead as a piece of 
cardboard scenery. The final melodramatic 
pay-off is wholly unprepared, signifies noth- 
ing and solves nothing. 


At times the author implies that Jose is 
suffering from a Hamlet-like paralysis of 
the will in the face of an unsuspected evil 
situation.

A minor flareup over the pro- 
posed $12,500,000 Glendo Dam on

souri basin. 

A group of federal and state 
officials is trying to iron it out.

Proponents of a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority doubtless 
will argue that the confusion over 
Glendo would not have arisen un- 
‘ der an MVA.

One advantage expected of the 
new process, Winheim said, is that 
desired properties of flexibility, 
color or imperviousness to water 
in the tanned leather can be ob- 


chemicals used. 

Tests have indicated, he said, 
that leather tanned by the chemi- 
cal process will not crack or be- 
come stiff when it is dried out 
after a thorough soaking. As 
walkers in the rain know, many 
shoes become useless after their 
soles have been drenched on wet 
The reason, Winheim 
is that filler, used in con- 
junction with vegetable tanning, 
seeps out of the leather. Any 
filler used in Winheim’s and Do- 
herty’s process ought to stay in, 
they think. 

First stage of their method is 
to treat the animal skin with one 
of a group of substances called 
dialdehydes, That accomplishes the 
tanning, but leaves the leather 
“thin and tinny, and with a poor 
color,” as Winheim described it. 
Materials such as dye-stuffs, lubri- 
cants and water-proofing or filling

The center will be headquarters

Triumph With Splendid 
Baritone in Lead.

The appeal of Emmerich Kal- 


_|man’s “Sari,” solidly founded on 


one of the most melodious op- 


eretta scores in the repertory, was 
exploited to the full by a good 
singing cast at: its opening last 
night at Municipal Opera before 
a crowd of 10,031 persons. So the 
opera’s sixth revival of the Hun- 
garian composer’s work proved a 


ijrichly rewarding one. 


It was a persona] triumph, too, 
for Mack Harrell, who returned 


vain Gypsy violinist, which he did 
here in 1945. His orotund baritone 
was in splendid form ag he sang 
the famous, “My Faithful Stradi- 
vari,” and “One More Spring.” It 
is a powerful and sonorous voice, 
even for Muny Opera’s huge ex- 
panses, yet is warm, supple, 
easily projected and never forced.

Chicago Concern Said to 
Have Got Excess of 
$230 a Ton Through 
Dummy Firms, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (UP)— 
House investigators heard testi- 
mony today that the Century- 
America Corp. of Chicago sold 
steel at price premiums as high 
as $230 a ton through dummy cor- 
porations, 

A House Public Works subcom- 
mittee looking into questionable 
trade practices listed 27 such 
dummy firms used by Century- 
America. 

Officials of the Chicago firm 
testified that it sold steel for “the 
highest price obtainable.” They 
said the dummy firms, or “trade 
names” were used to “avoid argu- 
ment” in case Century-America 
might want to buy steel at the 
market price from the dummy- 
firm customers. 

Officials of several firms that 
bought steel from Century-Amer- 
ica’s dummy corporations testified 
at the hearing. 

Ralph T. Jenkins, an official of 
“Ralph Supply Co., Wadsworth, O., 
testified that in 1946 he paid a 
. $700 cash premium above the OPA 
price for steel purchased from a 
Century-America “subsidiary” in 
Pittsburgh. 


A, J. Gallahan, purchasing agent | 


for the manufacturers of ABC 
washing machine 8, said that 
through Century-America sales- 
men, his firm bought steel in 1947 
and 1948 for as much as $350 a 
‘ton. The regular warehouse price, 
according to committee attaches, 
was $120 a ton. 

“IT would phone the Century 
salesman and tell him my require- 
ments,” Callahan said. “He would 
say Century had none available 
but that he would try to get it 
for me. Then the steel would 
come from any one of several of 
these corporations.” 

P. Gallenbeck, production 
manager of Malleable Iron Range 
Co., Beaver Dam, Wis., said that 
during the last two years his firm 
has been paying “an average of 
$280 a ton” for steel ordered 
through’ Century-America but in- 
voiced by various firms on the 
committee’s list of “dummies.” 

Seymour Carey, Chicago district 
sales manager for Century-Ameri- 
ca, said his salesmen were “given 
the option” of selling under vari- 
ous trade names. 

“Our salesmen ‘were instructed 
primarily to try to buy steel for 
Century-Amearica,” he said. “But 
if their contacts wanted to buy 
steel, the salesmen were given the 
option of selling it under these 
trade. names so there wouldn't 
be any argument about the price.” 

Carey, who said he recently had 
his name changed from Cohen, 
told the committee his office was 
authorized to use nine different 
firm names for sales purposes 
during 1947.

It is widely believed that Amer- 
ican foreign policy is being de- 
termined in the Pentagon. This 
is an oOversimplification. Yet it 
must be recognized that the pre- 
dominance of the military in al- 
most every sector of our interna- 
tional relations has lessened the 
degree of control that the State 
Department should have, and has 
reduced the influence of our quali- 
fied political authorities in Wash- 
ington, just as it has eliminated 
the participation in policy-making 
of our leading foreign service of- 
ficers, whose skill and experience 
were never more needed. It has 
resulted, by no means _  infre- 
quently, in our finding ourselves 
as a nation losing sight of the 
forest because of the trees. 


These coming four months are 
the determining period of the im- 
mediate postwar era. The Krem- 
lin has so far failed to see that 
dissension among the American 
people for which it hoped. But 
the recent trend of American di- 
plomacy is a danger only lesser in 
extent. 

It can be removed if Secretary 
Marshall concentrates in the for-

I think 
it is only simple justice that if a 
man in the mérchant marine re- 
ceived a permanent disability in 
the line of duty, so that his earn- 
ing capacity was really perma- 
nently impaired, he should receive 
the same benefits as a Navy man, 
and so should his family if he 
were lost at sea. 

But the men who preferred to 
enlist in the merchant marine 
rather than in the Navy did so 
with their eyes open. Conse- 
quently, if they neither lost their 
lives nor their earning capacity,

= there should be a scrutiny of the 
= records. 


IT do not see why they should have 
the same benefits as a man in the 
Navy. 

Now the appeals are coming in 
saying that a man who served 
during the war in the merchant 
marine should be exempted from 
draft. Here again, I think 


If a man was turned down for 
the regular services in the war and 
then served in the merchant ma- 
rine during the war or for as long 
as he could, he should be exempted 
and he probably would be for the 


P same reasons for which he was 


exempted before. If, however, he 
did-what some young men did, 
namely, escape the draft by en- 
listing in our coast-wise service 
either on the Pacific or on the 
Atlantic, I do not think he should 
now be exempted from the draft. 

After a very short period we 
controlled the seas pretty thor- 
oughly near our shores, so that 
being in the coastwise service was 
a pretty safe spot.

I HAVE the greatest admiration 
for the men who were in the mer- 
chant marine and either went into 
the Navy or because of shortages 
of trained. men remained at their 
posts fh .the merchant marine.

All that now has 
to be taken in consideration in 
this question of equal status and

Modern Hot Water Demands. 


EEPING a house up to date 
these days compares favorably 
with the frog down at the bot- 
tom of a well who slipped back a 
foot for every two he jumped up. 
In short, it’s getting hard to keep 
ahead. Suppose we take a simple 
example like adequate hot water. 
During the past few years a lot 
of people. dumped their anti- 
quated hot water heaters into the 
river and installed a nice auto- 
matic job that delivered enough 
water to give everyone a bath at 
least once a day. So now your 
hot water troubles are over until 
one day when you win or buy 
one ofthese automatic washing 
machines or dish washers. This 
complicates things because these 
appliances demand a considerable 


amount of hot water if they are , 


to operate efficiently and the wa- 
ter should be hotter than that 
used for bathing. : 

Now if you have an undersized 
hot water heater there isn’t much 
you can do about it except to get 
one large enough to keep both 
the family and the washing ap- 
pliances happy. If you are in the 
market for a heater now but do 
not as yet own any of these wash- 
ing appliances but hope to some 
day, you should get a heater 


large enough to take care of fu- 
ture needs. 

The other question that has to 
be ironed out is how to supply 
the washing appliance with super 
hot water and the bathroom 
plumbing fixtures with just or- 
dinary hot water. This problem 
can be taken care of by install- 
ing a mixing valve on the hot 
water line. This valve is installed 
so that the super hot water from 
the hot water tank goes directly 
to the washing appliance but wa- 
ter intended for bathing fixtures 
is diluted with enough cold water 
so that it will not scald.

Why let East 
ruff a trick? Thirteen tricks 
would certainly be available at no- 
trump, just as surely as at clubs, 
so South should have run with the 
greatest celerity to seven no- 
trump. 

When South woodenly missed 
this opportunity, West took full 
advantage of the lapse and unhes- 
itatingly opened a heart. The loss 
to North-South when East ruffed 
went into astronomical figures.

, LTHOUGH the color and form 
Ac cherry preserves has always 

appealed, the pungent biting 
after-flavor that affects one’s 
throat more than the palate has 
always been objectionable. Such 
criticism perhaps existed back in 
the time of our foremothers. 

The evidence is found in some 
of our old-time recipes which ad- 
vised pouring hot water on the 
pitted fruit, letting it stand a few 
minutes, then draining off the wa- 
ter before adding the sugar. No 
reason however was given in those 
recipes for this particular tech- 
nique. But in modern experimen- 
tation, trying many methods in 
making these preserves, home 
economists have found that the 
boiling water treatment does get 
rid of the acrid flavor. 

To discard the drained-off juice, 
however, does mean loss in food 
value and‘ such waste is always 
frowned upon by those concerned 
with good nutrition. The use of 
this juice to make a cold beverage 
as described below does avoid such 
criticism. 

Cherry Preserves. 

Two quarts pitted cherries, firm- 
ly packed, nine cups sugar, one- 
half teaspoon almond extract. 

Do not pit cherries until ready 
to make preserves. From four to 
five quarts of good quality cher- 
ries are required to make two 
quarts pitted. Spread cherries out 
in a flat pan, pour boiling water 
‘over them. Let stand exactly two 
minutes, then turn into a colander 
to drain thoroughly for about 10 
minutes. 

Save the drained off juice. Turn 
drained cherries into preserving 
kettle, add 3% cups of the sugar 
and boil five minutes, counting 
time when boiling actually begins. 
Add rest of sugar, boil hard 10 
minutes longer, again counting 
time when boiling actually starts. 
At end of this time juice should 
be thick when dropped onto 
chilled plate. Remove from heat, 
add almond extract. Cover and 
let stand overnight. 

Next morning pack into ster! 
lized pint or half pint jars, Seal 
with sterilized lids. Yields about 
three and one half pints. 

Note: To utilize the juice, chill 
the drined off juice in a glass jar 
with cover and use as the base for 
a hot weather beverage. Red 
raspberry gelatin dissolved in half 
the amount of hot water called 
for, then the drained off cherry 
juice added and chilled makes a 
delicious dessert.
